23 have been amended. Claim 22 has been cancelled. Claims 11, 12, 15-21, 23 and 

24 are currently pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 11,12,1 5-21 , 23 and 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose or render obvious a method for controlling a 
hybrid drive of a vehicle wherein the signal delivered by the brake pedal is processed so 
that a maximum negative torque of the hybrid drive is assigned to a maximum negative 
torque demand position of the brake pedal, wherein the signal delivered by the brake 
pedal is processed so that a minimum negative torque of the hybrid drive is assigned to 
a minimum negative torque demand position of the brake pedal, and wherein values 
lying between the maximum and minimum negative torque are assigned to 
corresponding torque demand positions of the brake pedal, in combination with the 
other method steps required by independent claim 1 1 .
